End Disenfra nchisement 


Prob ab ly only a relatively small share of 
the A m erican people realize that the cou ntry 
is voting, in slow stages, whether or not to 
allow the long disenfranchised citizens of the 
District of Colu mb ia to vote for president 
and vice president in fu tu re national elections. 
The propo.sal is in the form of an am end­ 
ment of the U.S. Co nstitutio n, which of cou rse 
had first to he a ppro v ed b y the Congress. 
It 
clea red tha t hu rdle and is no w, ^^^’cording to 
the law, g o ing the ro unds of the SO sta te 
legislatu res. 
To b ecom e the law it mu st win approval 
of three-fou rths of the states, which ih the 
present instance means 38 of the 50 
So far 
it has b een endorsed b y five and rejected b y 
ju st one, Arkan.sas. 
That leaves 33 to go, 
with a good m any states schedu ling action in 
their early 1961 sessions. 
The chances seem to he strong that presi­ 
dential voting for the District will gain the 
nece.ssary national su piwrt. thou gh inevitab ly 
it will take tim e to get the needed state action. 
Most A m ericans, vvere they to attend to 
the m atter, likely wou ld find sense in the 
argu m ent that the old b ars against D.C. voting 
are no longer valid. 


The original idea was that since m art citi­ 
zens of the D istrict wou ld b e employ es of 
the federal governm ent, they wou ld b e pre­ 
disposed alway s to vote to retain the party 
in power. 


Time and events have ou tmoded this no­ 
tion. 
A high percentage of the government’s 
employ es living in the District are civil ser­ 
vice w orkers u naffected b y changes of reg­ 
ime. 


More im portant even that this. Washington’s 
growth has m eant that each y ear a higher 
and higher portion of federal workers are 
finding places to live in the city ’s su b u rb s 
b ey ond the D istrict. 
TTiere they are qu ite 
free to vote not 
only in national b u t in 
state and local election.s. 


The net effect of the pre.sent b ar. therefore, 
wou ld seem to b e to disenfranchise only part 
of the federal working estab lishment and b y 
that fact to discrim inate against it. 


Common sense and fair play su ggest there 
shou ld b e an early end to a situ ation not 
at all envi.sioned b y the Constitu tion’s fram ­ 
ers when they imposed the original b an on 
District of Colu mb ia voting. 


I v a s h i n g t o n M 
e r t y ^ o ' R o u n d 
Ike’s Last Minu te Oil Benefits

WASHINGTON—One of the last official acts 
of President Eisenhower was (o sign an execu ­ 
tive order changing the regu lations for the 
im portation of residu al oil into the United 
States. Few people noticed the order or u ndcr- 
.stood what it meant. 
However, it is likely 
to have im portant aftermaths, plu s interesting 
personal corollaries 
The order was signed b y Ike three day s 
b efore he left the White Hou se, was ru shed 
to the Interior Department where his secre­ 
tary of the interior, Fred Seaton, b arely had 
time to issu e the procedu ral instru ctions on 
Jan. !9, ju st as Ike was exiting to private life. 
In the order, Ike directed that all importers 
of residu al oil mu st sacrifice 15 per cent of 
their qu otas for the b enefit of newcomers who 
wanted to im port residua l fu el oil. Here are 
the afterm aths: 
AFTERMATH NO, 1—Cliief b eneficiary of 
rke's order w as Gu lf Oil. whose qu ota of 
residu al oil was u pped from 2,000 to alxiu t 
20.000 b arrels a day . Gu lf had .su ed for a 
larger share of residu al oil imports, b u t lost 
the su it 
Despite this, Ike handed them the 
extra qu ota. 


i nt e r e s t i ng COROLLARY—Gu lf is own­ 
ed b y the Mellon family , which contrib u ted 
$100,1.50 to Ike’s campaign in 1936 and heavily 
to Ni.xon in i960. 
AFTERM .ATH NO. 2—Second b iggest b ene­ 
ficiary from the Eisenhower order was Cities 
Services, which had no residu al qu ota, b u t 
will now get arou nd 3,000 b arrels a day . 
A F T F :hm a th n o. .3—Ikc’s last-minu te order 
au tom atically increased the co.st .of heating 
governm ent b u ildings in the Washington area 
alone b y an estim ated $400.000 a y ear 
Stu art 
Petroleu m has b een su pply ing oil for govern­ 
ment b u ildings at $2 08 per b arrel hu t Ike’s 
last-m inu te qu ota cu t will leave Stu art short 
ot oil. Uncle Sam mu st now accept the next 
lowest b idder at $2.40 per b arrel. 
PERSONAL COROLLARY-Head ol Cities 
Service which b enefits from Ike's order is W. 
Alton Jones, who has b een Eisenhower’s fre­ 
qu ent golfing and hu nting partner and gu est 
at the White Hou se. 
Shortly b efore the President retired from 
the White Hou se he made a sfxjcial trip to 
Jones’ G eorgia plantation to hu nt qu ail 
And 
within a week after signing the order, the 
ex-president had flown to Georgia for another 
qu ail shoot with Alton Jones. 
All this may 
well have b een pu rely coincidental. 
F a r m ore im portant, this colu mn can now 
reveal that Alton Jones has b een one of the 
silent partn e rs in pay ing the expenses of the 
Eisenhow er farm .

SCHOOL TEACHER STRIKES-New York 
has a law forb idding .strike.s b y pu b lic em ­ 
ploy ees. 
The Secondary School Teachers of 
New York City proposed to m ake a m ass 
trip to .Alb any to pressu re the Legislatu re 
for som e ncw' laws, “and to rem ain there for 
as m any day s as may b e necessary to accom­ 
plish their pu rpose.” 
They ju stified this as the e.xercise ot tht 
Constitu tional right to jietition for the redress 
o f grievances. This was, of cou rse, a dishonest 
dodge. 
The real pu rpo.sc was to wrap the 
Constitu tion arou nd the strike. 
The Su ()erintendent of Schools said, ”Wa 
ca n’t em pty the schools, b u t if they want to 
a end half a dozen representatives to the Legis­ 
la ture, we will give it seriou s consideration.” 
Before the school y ear b egins, teachers know 
what their .salaries and work loads will be. 
To em pty the schools later in a m ass strike 
to force a change of contract shows a moral 
b lindness on the part of otherwi.se good citizens 
that can only b e explained b y the prevailing 
notion that lab or u nions can do no wrong 
Do school teacher strikes promote ju venile 
deliniju cncy b y their own stu dents? 
There is an angle to this sorry b u siness in 
which all a re a t fau lt. That is the often u nfair 
apportionm ei^ o f State representatives and 
Sena to rs in the Legislatu re, as b etween the 
b ig citie* and the smaller towns and ru ral 
sections. 
“ S tate aid” often does not come 
ba ck to the cities in proportion' to the taxes 
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partnership. 
The letter, addresed to George 
E 
Allen in W ashington and B B By ars »n 
Ty ler, Texas, b egins with the salu tation “ Dear 
George and Billy .’’ and proceed.s to discu ss 
the farm operation, details of which will b e 
revealed in a fu tu re colu mn. General Nevin 
states: 


“ NEW SUBJECT—The fu nds for the farm 
operation are getting low, so wou ld each of 
y ou also let me have y ou r check in the u su al 
amou nt of K.500.

Repeated attem pts were made to contact

Jones over a (>eriod of two weeks for 
his com ment on these and other m atters. 
None was forthcoming. 
Ikes’ Oil Record 
Some readers dou b tie.ss will ask why this 
colu mn did not reveal these facts while Mr. 
Ei.senhower was .still in the White Hou se. The 
answ er is that his execu tive order was not 
pu b li.shed u ntil ,Jan. 19, one day b efore he 
left the White Hou se and the letter showing 
the silent partner.ship of Alton Jones in the 
G etty sb u rg farm w as not ob tained u ntil after 
that. E arlier colu m ns, pu b lished while Eisen­ 
hower was .still president, did reveal the silent 
partner.ship of Allen and By ars in the Gettvs- 
b u rg farm 
It may have b een that the Jan. 19 order 
was com pletely ju .stified. b u t no president 
shou ld pu t him self u nder ob ligation to the oil 
indiKstry when he has to pass on orders of 
this kind. 
The im portant fact, which many people may 
have forgotten is that no president of the Unit 
States has done m ore for oil and gas than 
Ei.senhower. 
M eanwhile he had three silent 
partners in his G etty sb u rg farm, two of them 
b ig oilmen, one of them less so 
Eisenhower had made a commitment in 
writing b efore his nomination that he wou ld 
help overru le the Su preme Cou rt’s decision 
giving off-shore oil to the federal government 
This was done. He al.so appointed a committee 
of oil-gas men which was given office space 
inside the White Hou se and which wrote a 
report recom m ending natu ral gas legislation 
removing gas pipelines from control of the 
Federal Power Commission. Then when the 
gas b ill was stained with su ch scandal b y the 
attem pted b rib ery of Senator Ca.sc of Sou th 
Dakota that the b ill was vetoed, the President 
annou nced that he wou ld sign a new b ill later. 
This b ecam e u nneces.sary b ecau se of the 
appointm ent of gas indu stry friends to the 
Power Commision, who let the gas com­ 
panies pu t across a whole series of price 
b oosts. And when one commisioner. William 
Connole, ob jected to these b oosts. President 
Eisenhower eased him ou t of the commission. 
This colu mn has reported on oil influ ences 
am ong the D em ocrats inclu ding the Kennedy 
adm ini.stration. 
Ab ove is the record of the 
form er Repu b lican president who had three 
oilmen a s .silent partners in pay ing the ex- 
pense.s of the Getty sb u rg farm.
